Country of the Upper Nllo. 


For the first 500 or 600 miles of Itecourso 


from the Victoria Nyanza to a point some-' 
where north of Lado, tho Nile is known to 
the Arabs as tho Bahr-ol-Gebel, tho River of 
the Mountains. This is the most beautiful 
part of the river. The country is diversified 
with mountains and forests, ereen hillaidei 
and bright brooks. For stretches of many 
miles the river is broad and slow. In othei 
parts are wooded islands and foaming rapid*. 
About half way between the Victoria Ny- 
anza and Lado the Nile flows through th« 
northern end of tho Albert Nyanza. About 
twenty-five miles above tho Albert lake are 
the Murchison falls. Below the lake for more 
than 100 miles, the stream is broad and placid, 
traversing a comparatively level country 
and always navigable for vessels drawing 
four or five feet. In this part of its course 
about forty miles below the Albert lake It 
passes Wadelai.—Col. H. G. Prout in Scr'ib- 
nor.

Solid Sulphuric Acid. 


A Gorman patent has been taken out for a 


process of transporting sulphuric acid in a 
solid state. Certain salts—such as alkaline 
sulphates—give up their water of crystalliza- 
tion when heated, and take it up again when 
cool, and such a salt is mixed in an anhydrous 
condition with a calculated quantity of tho 
acid. Tho mixture becomes granular, or may 
be formed into cakes, and when heated the 
whole liquefies, and may bo used as ordinary 
sulphuric acid, tho presence of tho bisulphate 
of soda or like salt having no effect.—Ex- 
change.

Coct of • Great Newspaper. 


la an interesting paper in Lippincott's 


Magazine Melville Phillips figure* out 
the cost of one of those mammoth jour- 
nal of the present that take a whole day 
to read them thoroughly, when anybody 
does read them. 


The paper bills are the item of greatest 


cost, though it hardly seems so. A daily 
of the largest size, with an average cir- 
culation of say 75,000, costs $1,000 a 
day, or nearly that, for paper alone. For 
the ten and twelve page dailies the com- 
i-umiion bills are fo.uuu weekly. 


What may be called the brains com- 


ponent of a newspaper is, strange to say, 
tho least item of its cost. Many a hard 
working day and night reporter on a 
newspaper is not paid weekly as much 
by « third or fourth as the printer who 
weaves into type the spinnings of his 
brain. There are journals, highly suc- 
cessful ones too, that pay their composi- 
tors four or five thousand dollars a week 
and their editorial writers less than a 
hundred. On the other side are journals 
that pay as muck as $1,000 weekly for 
editorial writing. The best paid writer 
of this class in the Union is said to be 
Mr. Mayo W. Hazeltine, of The New 
York Sun. In connection with this it 
may be said that the excellence of The 
Sun's editorial page is noted among news- 
paper people. 


Another item of expense unknown to 


the old-time journal is the telegraph news 
service. Papers like the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, Cincinnati Enquirer, Phila- 
dolplda Press, New York World and sev- 
eral other New York papers pay anywhere 
from $500 to $1,200 weekly for telegraph 
news from all parts of the world. Some 
of the papers that pay the least for ed- 
itorial writing go to the heaviest expense 
for telegraph news. Large newspapers 
pay reporters $10 to $25 a week, and the 
city oditor $85 to $60 weekly, and have a 
staff of from ten to twenty-five report- 
ers. 


Each of the great newspapers has its 


own telegraph office under its own roof, 
with from two to five persons who re- 
ceive the news, night and day, and edit 
it for publication. The syndicate idea is 
now utilized to its furthest extreme, both 
in news and correspondence, by journals 
in different cities clubbing together and 
paying in partnership for matter each can 
use in its own place. The managing 
editor of a large journal gets $50 to $60 a 
week. It is said that Mr. John A. Cock- 
erill, managing editor of The New York 
World, is paid $20,000 a year. Summed 
all up, our largest newspapers cost a mil- 
lion dollars annually, and sometimes 
more than that. 


The Three Greatest Trotters.

Troubled Theology. 


It cannot bo concealed that two great 


questions are now agitating the religious 
world. Ono of these is the Calvinistic 
doctrine of election and foreordination. 
There are communicants of the Presby- 
terian church, devout Christians, who 
find it difficult to believe that certain of 
their fellow men are foreordained from 
the foundations of the world to be 
damned, while others are elected to bo 
saved. 


Tho other burning question is one that 


is causing deep and anxious thought in 
various Protestant denominations. It 
concerns the state of man after death. 
la the punishment of the evil doer eter- 
nal, or is there a time of probation al- 
luwuu him oiler deuUi, during which, 
by suffering and penitence, he can atone 
in a measure for the sins committed in 
the body, and after purgation be fitted for 
the joys of heaven? The latter view is, in 
fact, a departure from the belief in eter- 
nal punishment, and is called the doctrine 
of future probation. It is an oriental and 
Roman Catholic tenet, and many learned 
and devout Protestants have given their 
adherence to it. That the subject is 
stirring the Episcopal church was shown 
in the animated discussion on a form of 
prayer for tho dead which was proposed, 
but not adopted, among the changes in 
the prayer book. 


The Now Education. 


Dr. Felix Adler is at the head of the 


society for ethical culture in the United 
States. In the October Century he gives 
a report of a profoundly interesting edu- 
cational experiment that society has 
been making In New York. In 1878 Dr. 
Adler and his coworkers founded a free 
school and kindergarten. Workingmen 
attended the evening classes. In the day 
classes were their children, from 3 years 
old, upwards. They began with the kin- 
dergarten. The object of the training 
was not to fit children for any particu- 
lar calling, but to educate them in an all 
round way, give them a development 
mental, moral and physical. 
This, in 


the judgment of Dr. Adler, is the ideal 
democratic education 
Dr. Adler says: 


It Is the biwlnessor the school tocuillvatwevery 


Individual pupil us an individual; to develop, not 
tome particular faculty, but, so far as possible, 
every ono of his faculties; to liberals sll tbu paw 
era of mind and lirart latent within bun; to to 
educate him lliat be may become, not a bread 
winner, but a man The trua man will also be an 
R|>|H breadwinner, but he will be much more be- 
sides It Is tho uuslutwsof the school* to produce 
tho flncst possible specimens of manhood and 
womanhood, just as the gardener alms to produce 
fine specimens of fruit or flowers. 


Manual training is taught to children 


between 0 and 14. 
Clay, pasteboard, 


wood and metal are used for this pur- 
pose. Clay modeling, and the use of 
tools is taught. The children particu- 
larly delight in shaping the clay with 
their young hands. They never weary 
of this kind of school. Hand culture is 
regarded in this school as an important 
means towards brain culture. And a 
taste for beautiful objects Is thus culti- 
vated. It is not li kely that boys ed ucated 
in this school would wantonly mutilate 
and destroy beautiful works of art in 
public places. 


The elements of science form a large 


part of the instruction, which is given by 
the laboratory method. Pupils are care- 
fully trained in geometry and drawing. 
Manual labor alternates with mental, so 
that there come to the pupil neither 
headaches nor backaches. A very pleas- 
ant result of the system is that pupils 
who would be hopeless dunces at their 
books often load the manual training 
classes. As far as possible tho instruc- 
tion is given without text books, thus 
going back to the system of Socrates. A 
plan of moral education has been care- 
fully prepared, inculcating those moral 
truths on which all men are agreed. 


Profoundly interesting it will ba to 


watcli the future career of these tenement 
house children, of whom the Society of 
Ethical Culture seek to make all-round 
men and women.

The art of printing not only in- 
jured the eyesight of the race, it to also 
in a fairway to ruin their memories. 
Every thing la put upon paper instead of 
being held in the memory. 


When you go shopping, do not make a 


memorandum on paper of every scrap 
you want Bold it in your memory, and 
make that faculty do its proper work. 
Suppose you do forget half you wanted, 
tho first time you try it Try it again 
anil again, and after a while you will not 
forget It Is infinitely easier to carry 
tilings In your head than have the bother 
of a memorandum paper. 


Don't hurry, and get your brain all 


stirred up like a disturbed hornet's nest. 
Keep your head on under all circum- 
stances. If you have a dozen things to 
do, take up one. Begin it, and on no 
account leave it till you have finished it. 
Then begin another, and go through that 
systematically in the same way. When 
all are done you will be astonished to 
fiml how much you have accomplished.

Ocean Tragedies of September. 
The tragedy of the ill fated steamer 


Earnmoor, of the Earn line, to one that 
might well figure in a master sea story by 
a fiction writer. Twenty-five men started 
merrily out in the steamer Earnmoor, 
from Philadelphia, about the 1st of Sep- 
tember. 
Oct. 21 seven weak, broken 


men returned again to Philadelphia, all 
that remained of the brave crew of the 
Earnmoor. She was caught in the Sep- 
tember cyclone on the 5th of the month 
and foundered. The captain and thir- 
teen men went down with her. Eleven 
took the lifeboat, hoisted their coats upon 
an oar for a sail, and so rode the tremen- 
dous seas. Twenty days they were in 
this open boat on the ocean. 


I All they ate during that time was a 
flying fish and two small sea birds, de- 
voured raw. It seems incredible. Dur- 
ing the twenty days there was rain 
three times, and the men squeezed the 
fresh water out of the sail into their 
mouths, and so quenched their thirst. 
On the eleventh day the engineer and 
mate sat alone in the stern of the boat 
A man approached them with wildness 
in his eye. 


I "We have made up our minds to draw 
lots," said he, "to see who shall be killed 
and eaten to save the lives of the rest." 
The engineer seized the. madman by the 
throat and told him the two in the stern 
of the boat would have nothing to do 
with this foul deed. This daunted the 
rest, and they were saved from adding 
cannibalism to the tragediesjof the tale. 
But the madman sprang overboard and 
drowned himself. Three others died 
from exposure. How any lived is the 
marvel. 
I The same day that brought the Earn- 
moor survivors home, news came of an- 
other sea tragedy. The Bristol steamer 
Brooklyn City, on the 12th of September, 
rescued the starving survivors of the 
wrecked bark Baron Podester. They 
had lashed themselves to the bowsprit 
and squeezed drops of rain water from 
tholr clothing to stay their thirst.

September cyclone will never be known? 


Bacillus Suis or Mtcrococcus? 


The hog raising farmers of this coun- 


try will bless their bones that there is 
euch a thing as science when they read 
the literature recently issued on the sub- 
ject of swine plague, If there was ever 
any more illuminating body of docu- 
ments published, our eyes Lave failed to 
discover it. 


In 1878 two experts in the hog depart- 


ment of the United States government 
attacked the subject of swine cholera 
with tho greatest zeaL Pretty soon one 
of them, Dr. Detmers, discovered that 
hog cholera was a germ disease, and that 
an infinitesimal villain, which he named 
the bacillus euis, was the cause of it. 
Then the other hog expert. Dr. Salmon, 
not to be outdone by his competitor, will- 
ing also to do something to earn big 
money, went hunting to KBB what he 
could do. In due time he, too, hatches 
out an Infinitesimal villain, different 
from that of the other doctor, aad he is 
willing to stake his reputation for learn- 
ing, be the same more or less, that thia 
is what raises the rumpus with the hogs. 
Dr. Salmon names his villain the micro- 
coccus. The long and learned essays he 
wrote on his discovery are in the archives 
of the United States government

Many 
women hailed it as the attire which was 
to emancipate them from dress bondage 
and give them health, freedom and 
strength. Numbers adopted it in various 
parts of the country. They found it was 
all they expected, affording lightness, 
health and freedom of movement. Lucy 
Stone wore it among others. But wher- 
ever the women appeared they were 
greeted with howls and hisses. 


On the streets of New York a circle of 


rowdy men and boys formed themselves 
around Lucy Stone and Susan B. An- 
thony so they could not move a step. 
There they held them, hooting and howl- 
Ing. 
The crowd grew larger every mo- 


ment and a mob was threatened. A po- 
liceman at length extricated the ladies, 
and they took refuge in a carriage, 
Susan Anthony is brave as a lion; the 
other women were no cowards. Some 
of them had faced mobs, bad eggs, dead 
cats and foul names in the anti-slavery 
cause. But after martyrizing themselves 
for three years attempting to popularize 
the comfortable and convenient short 
dress the women gave it up. "The large 
freedom they gained for their feet bore 
no comparison to the bondage that beset 
their spirits," says Mrs. Stone,

writes:

In the hope that a dress at once comfortable and 
useful, ID which you could walk up stairs and not 
step on your clothes, and down stairs and not be 
stepped on—a dress which was still clean after 
the longest walk.

The next day brings its duties, and 
instead of getting any comfort

her hard work, she finds herself too 
exhausted and generally too "blue" 
both of which conditions are the di- 
rect result of overwork—to enjoy any- 
thing. Now, if the average house- 
keeper is going to wait fur her pleas- 
ure and recreation until she gets lur 
sewing done and all her work "done 
up," she will never have any in this 
woild, und to tell the truth, I am very 
doubtful about the other. 
Three- 


quarters of the waking hours of the 
majority of our housekeepers are spent 
in labor of one kind or another, and if 
one works only to get through, life re- 
solves itself into a wearing and wicked 
round of trudgery. If a woman is so 
situated as to be obliged to make bread 
and pies for her family, why not accept 
the position gracefully and teach her- 
self to take some comfort in those 
processes' To make a toothsome and 
digestible pie is as much work of art 
as to paint a picture. 
The trouble is 


not with the pics.nor so much with the 
disposition of the pieMiiaker toward 
the pies. 
It is with the amount of 


work which the housekeeper elects to 
push through. This, in nine cases out 
of ten, is beyond the strength of Hie 
strongest, and in seven cases out of 
ten, could be lightened, I believe, by 
application of a little common sense. 
For instance, to turn a house upside- 
down every Friday, because Friday U 
sweeping day, is in many instances 
the height of folly. 
A little brushing 


up, with a careful dusting, will often 
answer the whole purpose with n six> 
teenth part of the work. Just here 
many weary housekeepers will doubt- 
less exclaim—"Oh, but I don't feel 
clean when the regular sweeping is 
not done." I haven't much patience 
with these drudges. 
With such, there 


is nothing to eat in the house unless 
there is fresh bread and pies jelly cake 
and fruit cake, and so ou"ad finitum" 
and literally "ad nauseam." 1 believe 
a woman of ordinary capacity can train 
herself to enjoy doing a fair amount of 
work. 
But no woman can enjoy unin« 


termittent drudgery. The cry goes 
up from women all over the land that 
they have no time to read. 
Well, 


now I would nrike time by sweeping 
once in two or thiee weeks, and by 
cooking the simplest and consequently 
the best things for my family, and I 
would save money enough to buy mag- 
azines galore, and strength enough to 
read them with pleasure and profit.

THE WHIT* HOUSE RAPIDB. 


When a portage Is made on the right o( 


the Grand canyon the raft* have to be cap- 
tured at the mouth and reloaded for a short 
trip of only two miles to tbe opposite side of 
the stream, at the bead of the White Horse 
rapids, where another portage is always 
made. Tbe White Horse has an evil reputa- 
tion. It is two miles long and obstructed by 
broken rocks, dividing tbe stream into nar- 
row channels, tbe largest of which is near 
the left bank, and is sixty feet wide. From 
the head of the Grand canyon to tbe foot of 
the White Horse is a distance of four miles, 
with a fall of thirty-two feet, most of tbe de- 
scent being In the White Horse. To run 
White Horse is seldom attempted, even with 
an empty raft, and never with a boat. The 
government explorer, Lieut. Schwatka, did 
indeed make the passage on a raft without 
cargo; but, though piloted by several stout 
men, bo did not pass unscathed. 


Three Frenchmen wero less fortunate. 


Having portaged their boat around the 
Grand canyon, they failed to get across the 
stream to take the next portage on the left 
bank, and were drawn into the suction of the 
rapids, which whirled them Into the torrent. 
Their boat was swamped, tho cargo was lost, 
and two of tbe three men were drowned. 
The third managed to make his way to Ju- 
neau. A brief account of this tragedy we 
found written on a board and posted on a 
tree at tho foot of the White Horso. 


Notwithstanding the bad reputation of 


these rapids we concluded, after a careful ex- 
ploration, to make the run with crew and 
cargo on board our raft, so as to save the la- 
bor of a portage and establish the reputation 
of the City of Paris as the stanchest raft 
afloat. Our boat, however, was left behind 
to bo afterward "snubbed down" at our leis- 
ure. 
Having so decided, our raft was cast 


off and got into the cur -eat, oud down we 
went over the milo stretch, steadily holding 
tho middle of the channel. In just eight 
minutes from tho start we were riding safely 
in smooth water, with the White Horse 
foaming behind us. 


I confess I cannot understand why this 


place IMIS so terrible a reputation, unless it be 
that tho water is sometimes much higher 
tlmu it is now. Perhaps tho White Rorso is 


School Boom Space. 


Mr. Courthope Bowen, an Englishman 


whose opinions on the proper else and ar- 
rangement of school rooms ore received with 
great respect in his own country, recently 
made the following statement as to what, in 
his judgment, might be regar<K> I as a fairly 
good school room: Taking, for instance, a 
room 14 feet high, fairly ventilated and al- 
ways well aired at recess, two-thirds of the 
floor space should be assigned to the scholars 
and their desks and (Jie other third should be 
kept for the teacher, blackboards, etc. With 
single desks, 22 inches should be allowed from 
side to side, and 3 feet from back to front, 
for each scholar. The passages need not be 
more than 18 inches for those runoing from 
bock to front, and 1 foot for those running 
from side to side. 
In such arrangement, 


counting the passages, each scholar has (with- 
out reckoning the share of the space allotted 
to the teacher) a trifle more than 40 inches 
from side to side, and just 4 feet from back 
to front 
In a room 23 feet by 30 feet the 


floor space for scholars' desks will be 16 feet 
by 20 feet, with 4 feet from back to front per 
row, 
and accommodation hi provided for 


twenty scholars. The whole floor space is 
500 square feet, and the cubic contents of the 
room 7,000 cubic feet, with 20 square feetoejd 
2SO cubic feet per person.

EXPLORER HAZARD WELLS' PERIL- 


OUS SHOOT THROUGH THEM. 


Thrilling Adventures in the Great Alaska 


Canyon—Tbe HariUtilp* Attending F.»- 
Itlomtlona In the Great Northern Terri- 
tory* 


The evening of July 2 and part of the fol- 


lowing day were spent in making an exam- 
ination of the Grand canyon, tbrougb which 
wo had been in imminent peril of making an 
unexjiected and involuntary trip. We found 
it to be a crooked passage of about three- 
quarters of a mile In length, in which the 
water turns and twists between two perpen- 
dicular walls of basaltic rock forty feet high, 
confronting each other at a distance of about 
150 feet. Midway of tbe canyon is a gigantic 
basin, in which tho stream pauseoud whirls 
around as if hesitating to make the fliral 
plunge through the lower half of the way. 
For purposes of navigation the southern half 
of tho canyon is the moro dangerous, because 
near the entrance the walls rapidly approach 
each other, and the stream surges through 
the contracted channel with terrific force. 
We were glad, however, to observe that 
there were no rocks to be encountered, and 
that the only real danger to the raft would 
be that of striking against the sharp angles 
of tho winding walls of the canyon. From 
miners at Juneau wo learned that tbe canyon 
can be "run," and wa made up our minds 
that we would run it. 


GRAYLINGS GALORE. 


We had been told, however, that cargoes 


are always portaged, and that only rafts, 
without crew or cargo, are allowed to drift 
through. Even skiffs and boats are portaged 
to tbe smooth water below, and skids have 
been erected with a windlass fer the purpose 
of raising boats from the water to tho top of 
the bluff. The trail is on tho right side of 
the canyon, and is well beaten by the passage 
of hundreds of miners, who have u^ed it dur- 
ing tho past ten years. 


Al the City of Paris is a stanch and well 


built raft, which can easily be enlarged aud 
strengthened, we determined to make the run 
with crew and cargo on board, instead of 
spending time and lab*r in making tho port- 
age. 


Having come to this conclusion, we in- 


dulged in a little sport with rod and line. In 
the great whirlpool near which our raft lay 
we observed grayling leaping out of the ed- 
dies after the small brown millers with which 
the air was filled. Taking the hint, we of- 
fered inducements to tbe finny beauties to 
make other experiments. In a very short 
time 1 hod landed fifteen of them, and some 
of them weighed over a pound. I found that 
a brown hackle answered a very good pur- 
pose nnd fished with it most of the time. De 
Boss hod an odd experience. 
He hod a 


leaden sinker about twelve inches above his 
fly which seemed to attract particular atten- 
tion, the grayling leaping fully a foot out of 
tho water to catch it, and taking no notice 
whatever of the fly. Presently he lowered 
the sinker to the fly, and with excellent re- 
!>..lts, as he presently hod seven fish on the 
bank beside him. 


We spent the anniversary of national inde- 


pendence in repairing and strengthening the 
City of Paris, adding two heavy side logs and 
staying her with four additional and well 
pinned cross beams. The hurricane deck waa 
strongly braced and the mast removed; and 
when daylight was passing into twilight, 
White, who is a veteran river miner, de- 
clared our raft to be the stoutest he had ever 
seen. 


By 9:55a. m., July 5, the cargo was all 


aboard the raft, well secured and carefully 
wrapped in tent cloth to protect it from the 
wet to which it was soon to be exposed. The 
raft was towed several feet up the whirlpool 
basin, so as to get her near the main current 
the lines were cast off, we jumped aboard and 
the descent was begun. The bow and stern 
oars were vigorously plied as we swept into 
the tumultuous waters, and with head on the 
City of Paris went boldly on her way, turn- 
Ing the corners of the canyon with perfect 
ease and grace, and shipping hardly any 
water, so that our freight was quite unin- 
jured. Six minutes from our start we shot 
out of the canyon without starting a log or

In those days, when tho coasts of 
Norway were ravaged by pirates, the inhab- 
itants had to resort to all sorts of devices to 
warn those at a distance of the approach of 
these piratical craft. 
When one was seen on 


tho horizon a man went up to the top of a 
mountain, where he lighted a beacon fire. 
This could be seen for a long distance, and 
was known to be a warning. When it was 
seen in the distance another fire was lighted 
on another hill, until all over the country 
fires blazed from every hill top, and the peo- 
ple prepared to defend themselves. 


"They also had a system of messengers. 


Tho man who first sighted the sail would take 
an arrow and send it to his neighbors. From 
town to town this arrow was sent until all 
were warned. These were rather primitive 
ways of telegraphing, but were so effectual 
that in the course of twenty-four hours all 
Norway knew of the approach of pirates. 
This system of spreading the news was called 
'Budstikken,' and the word is extensively 
used as a name for newspapers in tho old 
country."—St. Paul Globe. 


The Srauke Nnlaunce. 


Patent devices, while they may be good, 


are by no means necessary for the prevention 
of smoke in a locomotive or in a stationary 
plant, affirms as high authority as The Rail- 
way Review, iu which the following recently 
appeared: An intelligent fireman may solve 
the problem with but httla expense to his 
employer by admitting air through the fire 
door and placing a deflector just inside of it, 
or by some other simple and inexpensive 
manner dependent upon the construction of 
tbe furnace. 
A change was recently made 


in a furnace by inserting a number of air 
tubes tbrougb the brick work iu much the 
same manner as they arc put in a locomotive 
firebox, and the chimney, which had previ- 
ously emitted a large amount of smoke, was 
almost clear. Recently there has been ex- 
hibited in London a method in which the coal 
before use is treated chemically, wbich re- 
sults in no deterioration of the heat-produc- 
ing qualities of the coal, while it prevents its 
burning with an excess of smoke. The coal 
seems to be hurdencil by this process, which 
is said to cost not more than twelve cents a 
ton. 


How to See tbe Wind.

Select a windy day, 
whether hot or cold, clear or cloudy, only let 
it not rain or tbo air be murky—in other 
words, let tho air be dry. Hold this metal- 
lic surface at right angles to the wii»,J—i. e., 
if the wind is north, hold your surface east 
and west—and incline it at on angle of 45 
degs., so that the wind, striking, glances and 
flows over the edge. Now sight carefully 
over the edge at some small but clearly de- 
fined object, and j-ou will see the air flow 
over as water flows over a dam."—Boston 
Globe.
